It is with mach regret I have further to 
relate the death of Captain Morris on the 1st 
instant. — This zealous officer, although very ill, 
persisted in accompanying me.

BUFFALOE HUNT zt KISHUNGUNI. 
(Fróm A cormesronpenr.] 
Duting the last month, we have been 
much interested by the relation of am 
excursion made by several Oificers of thia 
place, iu pursuit ofa herd of wild Buse 
loes, which most anexpectedly made ste 
appearance ín the Cantonment: judging 
that the adventure will be acceptable te 
Many Sportsmen, Ì now trouble you with 
the following detailed narrative. 
On the raorning of the 24 Instant, the 
herd cousisting of seven wild Buffaiges,, 
(with one calf) was suldenly discovered s 
the Elephants having gone oat for forags, 
it mas immediately determincd.by gevtrak 
Officers of the 2d battalion Luke resfenent, 
to attack the enemy ou horpebagk, armed 
With spears. Four geagfbasen mounted 
and commenced the pemsuit with the 
utmost ardour—at 4Re distance of three 
miles, the young que separated from the 
herd, and ryn.greang some cattle betong- 
ing to a neigkbouring village; it was kille 
ed, aud the chace continued four ‘miles 
fartuer, when the Sportsmmen overtuok the 


herd in a high grass jungle; this the 
animals soon left, and they were closely 
foilowed for more than six miles over a 
plain; at length, the party succeeded in 
seperating one Buffaloe trom the herd, 
Here the encounter began—after receive 
ing several wounds in his still continued 
iight, he halted and charged the hunters, 
keeping them at bay,—after a short in= 
terval, he again fled, aud was pursucd and 
wounded as before, carrying the spears 
sticking in his back and sides, sometimes 
for a bundred yards. Lieut. White ride 
ing very close, threw his spear and 
woundet the animal in the loius; but his 
harse being auch exhausted, was unable 
to wheel round betore the Bufftloe turned 
about and charged with such vigour, that 
both the horse and rider were everthrown 
and lay many yards distant. Fortunately 
Licut. W. received no material injury, 
and when the animal approached, he had 
the presence of mind to lie flat on his 
bac. ‘Fhe beast approached, but stood 
ut his feet without offering any violence. 
‘The other spertsmen called repeatedly to 
treir conrpaniou te arise and escape; for 
some time he disregarded the advice, 
fearful of the consequences. At length in 
compliance with their intreaty he arose, 
the buffaloe instantly rushed torward, and 


Mr. White escaped by throwing himself 


down, while the eriraged beast, uissing his 
aim, fell on the ground, his horns grazing 
Mr. W's back as they passed over him. 
After this fortunate escape, Mr. White 
seized the fsvourable opportunity and 
regained his horse. ‘Phe Buflaloe then 
took refuge in a tank, and when bis former 
opponent joined his companions wo were 
standing on the bank, the animal issued 
forth, and seleeting Mr. White for the 
object of his vengcance, pursuec him toa 
considerable distance. ‘Fhe Animal was 
now rendered quite furious, and attacked 
every (hing withio his reach, cows, dogs, 
de. _Untortunately, an old woman res 
turning from market passed, and became 
the victim of his rage; she was taken up 
without any appearance of life, having 
her arms broken aad many wounds. The 
Cavalry being from fatigue hors de combat 
could not renew the attack, and the Builan 
loes whose system like (lie Russians was 
Retreat, having gained a victory, now 
Continued their course without farther 
moiestation. 

This account will tend to shew the 
desperate resistance these animals are cú- 
pable of making aftera pursuit of many 
mites, in whica horses will frequently be 
crhausted from the nature of the ground 
be over, amd how unegual a common 
og spear is for effecting the destructien of 
80 large an animal, the resistance of whose 
hide must aione ofer security From mortal 
woiunls. Phe Sporlsmen were however 
binpressed wiha belief, that the animal 
must have died shortly atter.

MADRID, NOV. ò. 

The King departed from Cuenza on the 
th, and tixed his headequarters at Hor- 
Cajaca; the head of the Army of the 
Bentre arrived on the same day at Ta» 
rancon. 

On tbe 27th his Majesty arrived at Ta» 
rancon ; reconnoissances were pushed on 
Faente-Duena, wiiich was stili occupied 
by the Lngtish troops; the bridge of 
boats had been withdrawn upon the right 
bank of the Fagus. 

Khe Duke ot Dalmatia arrived on the 
2that Santa Cruze de la Sarza5 on the 
same dar, the reserve of cavalry of the 
army of the South, commanded by Gen. 
Tilly, was at Viila'Febas. 'Phe Duke of 
Dalmatia ordered him to push a very 
strong reconnoissanee on Oceana, General 
Bonuemain had (he connmand of it. Hie 
found at Ocarna 17 dinglish and Portuguese 
squadroiis, commanded by Gen. Lon, 
who would not fight, and who fell bacá 
upon Aranjuez. 

Generai bounemain pursued him for a 
league on the other side of Ocana; he 
overtook his rear guard, sabred thirty men, 
and made twenty prisvaers; he also care 
ried away about tuirty horses. The Duke 
of Dalmatia tixed his head-quarters on 
the 2oth at Ocana, whenee he sent a ree 
connoissauce upon Aranjuez. Theenemy 
had evacuatea ttis town, blown up the 
bridge of la Reysa, ant burat the one 
near the palace; several corps of tuiantry 
and cavairy weie seen tn the park on the 
right baux. he Duke of Daimatin began 
bis operations lor rebuilding the bridves. 
The tide of the Lugus was very high; 
the fords were iu practicable. 

Ou the 25th, his Majesty marched with 
his reserve to Santa Cruz de la Parza, On 
the same day the troops of the army of die 
Geutrc, who marched upon the Pagus to 
reconuoitre the force aud position of the 
enemy, discovered that he hal evacuated 
Fuente Duena. ‘Tre boats of the bridge 
were on thie night bank, however, wi hout 
having received any damage; tte -posis 
and cables bad been cut, and the beans 
carrial away. Au ollicer of sappers swamn 
actoss the river ; his example was tollowe 
ed by several soldiers ; the bouts were re- 
placed, and the rebuilding of the bridge 
was innediaiely set about. On the Zen, 
the King moved his head-quarters to Ocas 
na, On the same day the enemy’s troops, 
who hed remained in the park ol Aranjuez) 
on the right bank of the Tavus, retired 
behind the Sarma. The Duke of Dal- 
matia advanced to Aranjuez. 

On the SOth, the bridges were entirely 
re-established at Aranjuez and Fuentee 
Duena. It was reported that the enemy 
intended to coneeutrate his forces upon 
the right bank et the Jarama, and that he 
appearca metmed to delend that position, 
which is extremely strong, Marshal the 
Duke of Dalmatia nuvle a reconnoissance 
iis day 5 he touud the enemy entrenched 
upon the bridge of the Jarama, called 
Puente Largo; after several voiieys of 
cannon, tbe enemy withdrew his artillery, 
and expsoded two mines, which blew up 
one arch of the bridge. Phe Duke of 
Dalmatia then ordered the fring ot the 
muskelry to Cease, as it was now without 
object. Our loss in this battle was «bout 
25 woundett, among whom was an ofkcer 
of Voltigeurs: the eneniy’s loss was much 
more considerables he had several meu 
killed on the bridge. 


The Duke of Dalmatia still supposed 
the enemy intended to give battle in the 
position which overlooks the farama, and 
as this position is truly inassailable in 
front, it was necessary to mangeuvre to 
force the enemy to abaundon it. 

On the SIst the Duke of Dalmatia lcarnt, 
and announced to his Majesty, that the 
enemy had abautoned Puente Largo. 
'Fhis bridge was re-estabtished, aad on the 
same day, the advanced guard of the Ars 
my of the South advanced to Vaklemoro, 
and took about 5CG priseners. The divi- 
sions of this army began to march on. the 
night of the Slst, froin the diëerent points 
which they occupied, and passed the 
Fagus at Aranjuce; they defiled during 
the whole of the day and night of the 
Ist of November. ‘The army hal not en- 
tirely passed the T'agus on the 2d of No- 
vensber, at six e'cloek in the morning. 

The King proceeded on the Sist to 
Aranjuez, and ordered the Count D’Erton 
to march upon this poiat, in order to fol= 
low the movement of tbe army of the 
south. 


Cn the Ist of November, the advarced 
posts of tbe army of the South arrived near 
Miadrid; tat city was evacuated, and the 
enemy made his retrcat by the Puerto de 
Guadarama. 

Cn the 2d, the Army of the South was 
concentrated in the environs of Madrid; 
the advanced gaard proceeded to the 
Escurtal, and continues to make prisoncrs. 
On the same day tre division ot General 
Villatte arrived in Madrid, amd his Mie 
jesty also arrived with his Guards; the 
Army of the Centre defiled upon the 
bridge of Aranjuez. 

This day, the öth, the troops of the Ar- 
my of the South marched in the direction 
ot the Escuriat and Guadarama; the ad- 
vanced guard must now be on {he ether 
side of the mountains. | 

The Army of the Centre is arrived in 
the neighbourhout et Madrid; General 
D'Armagnac’s division has succeeded, mm 
Madrid, that ef General Vitlatte which 
has fellowed the movement of the Army of 
the Souti. 

The infantry of lie roval guard has just 
departud, to steen at Luas-itosass it will 
arrive lo-merrow at Guadarama, aud the 
Kiag will rejoin it with his cavalry.

On the Sth the King moved his head. 
quarter to Villa Cast. The same day, 
cur cavalry havmg arrived on the Boltaya, 
perceived that of the enemy on the right 
bank of the river, coveruig the march of 
Geir intantry. 'Khe Duke of Dalmatia 
hastened the march of his intantry, and 
united some divisions at Labajos; the caÉ- 
valry followed the movements oi the c:ice 
ny, who took the direction of Keaaranda, 
smd met that of Arrevalo. Our cavalry, 
took a position at Villa Nueva de Gumiez, 
Blasco-Saucho, and Sanchidrien. 

On the Gil, the Kirgadvanced his head- 
quarters to Arrevalo, and all the army 
moved in that direction. 

On the Zh the kine remained at Arrce 
vala. Keconnoitring parties were sent out, 


which communwcated with the army of

(Debate concluded from our last.) 
‚ Lord Castlereagh rose and said, that he 
should rather have waited for the Members 
en the opposite side of the House to have ex. 
pressed their sentiments on the Address, but 
as no one rose to speak, he should make some 
gbservations on what had fallen from the Hon. 
gurable Geutleman who had just sat down, 
and he could not but consider it as matter of 
exultation that the only claim as yet made on 
Ministers was for explanation of particular 
circumstances and parts of their conduct. No 
ground of complaint was insinuated against 
the general system which they had pursued, 
wor was any contradiction offered ta the state. 
gieut of the general situation of our affairs 
coutained in the Speech of the Prince Regent. 
It was, indeed, a proud speech: for Kürope, 
and for the prospects of the world. The 
Honourable Geutleman had very ‚naturally 
divided the subject into a cousideration of our 
external and internal situation. But his 
omitting to dwelt upon the latter was a proof 
that there was nothing in that part of it which 
called for his animadversion. ‘Painful as had 
been the task imposéd on Ministers in the last 
Session of quelling the disturbances în various 
parts of the country, he trusted that there had 


heen no abuse of the powers committed to 


‘them, nor any misapplication of the laws 
which had heen armed with new terrors on 
this occasion, and which seconded by the good 
Bense of ‘the people themselves had happily 
succeeded in restoring tranquillity.

tune. He had atchieved a most brilliant vic. 
tary—he had dislocated the army of the ene. 
wy. They had found a wast effort necessary, 
and had rallied again in great numbers. But 
theire having thus concentratcd their forces 
was the strongest proef of the importance of 
_ Lord Wellingtou’s successes. That siruation 
ef the French armies was the most to ‚be de. 
precated, in which they were uot obliged te 
direct their effarts to any one pointerwhen 
they were disporsed idiy over the whole cotnl- 
try, and could at ease hold the feelings of the 
inhabitants in sabjugation. Lord Welling- 
ten had accomplished all that he himself eX- 
‚ pected to accomplish in consequence of this 
“yietory ; and it would appear, when the der 
tails were entered into, that 2Q,000 troops 
had been added to his grmy in the course of 
the last year; that it was not till May last 
that the men were transferred from the mi- 
litia to the line; and that reinforcements were 
tegularly sent over, as the improved discipliae 
of the regiments (to which every attention 
Was paid by the Commander in Chief) per- 
Witted it. 
_ Ministers were charged with not having 
Made any direct effort in the North of Europe. 
So far, however, was the Emperor Alexander 
from expressing any such sentiment, that he 
felt in the strungest manner tliat we are fight. 
ing the battles af Russia in Spain. He felt 
ùur ezertians there as made in the coíman 
Cause, That great Monarch (great from the 
vastnessof the struggle he has enteted into, 
End frem,-the fortitude he has _shewn ia 
carrying it on } velied with confidenge on the 
fidelity and patriotism of his own people, as 


a pecuniary aid we 
could afford him. bi Oe 


Sweden wasa delicate question. He did 
not feel himself at liberty to unreservedly 
enter into it. If, however, a pecuniary suh- 
sidy could have been of use in creating a 
diversion, he had no hesitation in saying that 
it ought to have been seut. Not to enter into 
particular relations between Russia and Swe. 
den, it was plain that former ditferences had 
been so far reconciled, that the Russians felt 
themselves at liberty to withdraw theirarmy 
from Finland, which had been of sigual ad. 
vantage in the present contcst. Neither wag 
the doubtful aspect presented by Sweden her. 
self, without its use, as 60,000 men under 
Victor aud Augercau, had been withdrawn 
from the French armies to watch her opera. 
tions: With respect to America, Ministers 
were charged with a forbearing policy ; that 
they had carried ou the war iu a spirit of 
mildness and conciliatiun. This character he 
thought applicable to their couduct of the 
negociation, not of the war. They regretted 
the necessity of coming to an open rupture 
with America=rof breaking asunder the com. 
mon ties which bound the two countries to 
each others and to prevent this necessity, they 
had been willing to concede every thing but 
the national benour and the maritime rights of 
this country. But after the first act of 
hostility by the Americans, Ministers lost no 
time in deelaring war in the most eligible mode, 
by an order of detention. Still, howe 
ever, he could not consider every avenue to 
peace as irrevocably closed, since a pacufie 
propusition (originally sent to Mr. Foster), 
had been submitted to the American Governe 
ment, by Admiral Warren, to which no 
answer had yet been returned. Much stress 
had been laid on the circumstance, tháät Mi. 
nisters bad not published a counùter.decelara- 
tion to that issued by the American Govern. 
ment. But this he thought quite superflaous, 
as the charges contained init had been for. 
maliy euntradieted by Ministers in that House, 
at the time they had been Srst brought for- 
ward. Fillafter the declaration of war, and 
at the conclusion oi the last Session of Par. 
liament, the Orders in Council were the only 
avowed obstacle to peace with this country, 
en the part of America.” His Liordship con= 
eluded with challenging Opposition to point 
out any speech from the Fhrone, which recorde 
ed amore brilkant situation of our. affairs. 
Wehe engaged France in a daubtful struggle 
with two powerful foes, at the opposite eät+ 
tremities of Europe; where she had ta bring 
her own resources with her, and to couteud 
at every step with the hostile feelings of a 
whole people. He reprobated the illiberality 
of sentiment which had stigmatized the Rus. 
sians as a bärbarous nation, and cousidered 
the retreat ef the Russian General, where, in 
a march of 5VQ miles, not a regiment had 
been dispersed, nor a cannen taken by the 
enemy, as displaying greater military skill 
than the celebrated retreat of Morcau. 

Mr. Whitbread #uid, the Noble Lord 
(Castlervagh) had alluded to bim as the per- 
son who was understood to have prepared an 
Amansment, aad had expressed.a wish to.hear. 
ject of the Address. Jt wastrue he was the 
persou who had prepared an Amendment; 
but he wished to hear the sentiments of the 
Right Honourable Gentleman (Mr. Canming,) 
before he delivered his owuz and the answer 
of the Noble Lord to the speech of that 
Bight Honourable Gentleman. He was par. 
ticularly desicous of hearing the Right Hon. 
ourable Gentleman's opinion of affairs at this 
timemfor the Right Honourable Gentleman 
in his answer to his constituents at Liverpool, 
Said it was his own fault if he was not Mi. 
uister now. However, he did not rise to- 
night to dwell in contention with him, as ho 
might häve done at former periods, but to 
deliver his sentiments on what he eauceived to 
be the present state of the country. Ju bis. 
opinion, there were great emissions in the: 
Speech of the Prince Regent. Ample in. 
formation ought to hare been submitted to the 
House on the subjeet of the foreign relatious 
of the country; but there was no information 
with respect to the dispute with America; 
and with respect to Spain, there was nothing 
wbich could in anywise eaable them to form 
á judgment as to what was the cause of thc 
Jute losses which the country had so much 
reason to deplore. He fouud himself there, 
fore bound to gall for information ou these 
subjects. Äf ever there was a time when en. 
quiry and information were calted for, it was 
the present. Wefe they not informed that 
the recovery of his Majesty was hopeless, 
and that the paroxysms to which he was sub. 
ject rendered kis life so precariuus, that the 
existence of the present Parliameat was likely 
to be of very short duration, unless the Noble 
Lord shouid think proper to propose, what 
he had heard was his intention, early in tho 
present Session, an act for the coutinùance 
of its sitting notwithstanding the demise of 
his Majesty ? Whether sa bald an experiment 
waë to be tried he knew not; but if suchan 
infraction of the Constitution should ever be 
attempted, he would oppose it, if in life, to 





the utmost of his power. If, however, such 
a pruposition was not intended to be made, 
the tenure of their existence was necessarily 
precafious, and it behoved them therefore to 
take the earliest opportunity of applying to 
the Prince Regent for information on the state 
of affairs. He did not believe that even the 
Noble Lord wished to stile alt inquiry into 
the trausactions of Spain, or the negociation 
with Ämerica--for even now the Noble Lord 
had sáid that a negociation was on foot with 
America. Why should not the. House be 
made &cquainted with the steps which had been 
taken with respect to that country? Before, 
howeger, entering upon the consideration of 
our eternal policy, he wished to know wh 
the Noble laord had not couuselied the Prince 
Regeút, who was known to have once 
entertained sentiments favourable to the 
Catholics, after the debates which had taken 
place ín that House, and the small majorities 
which had been obtained, to take notice of 
the Claims? Why he had not advised him 
to introduce into the speech a prominent 
paragraph about Ireland, the omission of 
which could not but be a subject of mortifica. 
tion and indignation to the inhabitants of that 
country? There was another cireumstance 
intimately counected with our Continental 
connections, which, in his opinion, ought ta 
have formed a prominent part of the Specch, 
namely, the depreciated state of the currency 
of thé country—[ Hear, hear!) Kor if he was 
not gfossly misiuformed such was the absolute 
want af specie, that the officers of that gallant 
army which had achieved those glorious 
victories of which weso deservedly boasted, 
were even unable to provide themselves with 
any af the comforts of life—at least, that no 
subaltern was enabled to provide himself with 
any afiter means of subsistence than the rations 
winch he obtained from the Commissariat. 
Frum the same causus the debt of that gallant 
army was very great and increasing from day 
to day, whereby its operations were crippled 
and frustrated. When the Noble Lord took 
a view of the manufactures of this country; 
Was there nothing to make him pausc before 
boasting of the present as the proudest pe. 
Fiod af:the English Anaals? The Rizht Hon. 
ouralle Gentleman (Mr. Canning) had mene 
Üoned our three wars. It wâs, unforta. 
natelp, but too true. An acquisition of two 
af (sse wars had been made since the last 
Session. In Russia we were accessarieg aftor 
the fact. TVothat power we had not made 
subsidies as we had formerly done to other 
Contineûtal Powers frequently with great 
profusign. Of that power we were now d:… 
prived, In the third war, which was with 
America, we stood principals and alone—a 
wár the most disastrous aud calamitous which 
ever wäs waged, aud the existence of which 
cut up the sinews of the reso@rces by which 
oar other warscouldbe carried on. This was 
the proud, this was the unparalleled: situation 
in which the country was placed, so much 
the subject of the Noble Lord’» exultation. 
But the Noble Lord looked at those things 
with a soldier’s eye. (Laugh. } He talked 
of the masterly retreat of the Russians, which 
he thought superior to that of General 
Baren W ader de -Eeord dwelt too 
with exaltation on the atchievemente in Caan 
da, he ovcerlooked the capture of tbe Gucre 
riere by the American frigate Constitution. 
But let us look gt the situation in which 
Lord Wellington was now placed since his 
abandonment of’ the sicge of Burgos. The 
Nobte lord thought proper to suppose that 
my Lord Wellington might even be obliged to 
retreat to the lines of Torres Vedras. Lord 
Wellington himself, in hie cispatches, said 
that the enemy were in great force, that they 
had received considerable rcinfercements ; and 
thatit was with the greatest mortificstion and 
regret, that he saw himself obtiged to give up 
an object which, if obtained, be considercd 
the success of the campaign certain. They 
were told, that when pursued by the French 
army he was pressed hardiy; and when at 
Rueda, that he conld not make a stand there. 
But then they were told that the prosperity 
of the country was improved, and that the 
country was ina glorious and grand situation. 
Why? Because Bonaparte was on his retreat 
to:his resources ;-=ehis force not annihilated, 
though certainly in great danger. This was 
what the House, were to congratulate them. 
selveg on, and for which they were to go ta 
the ‘Prince Regent with an Address, on the 
prosperous state of the country! If this 
situation of affairs on the Continent was good 
for any thing it was this; that the Emperor 
of France, having fuiledia his objectsan 
opportunity was uow offered, when it would: 
not be inglerious, and when it would. gers 
tainly he highly usful to propose to the êpe« 
my some arrangement for peaco. . The- Noble 
Lord hel by no means satisfactarily answered 


the question putta him by the Bight. Hon-. 


ourable Gentlemen rospegting. Sweden. Ìt 
was igdeed surprising that this country abould 
begome sa,easily the dupe of every State with 
which it happesed to he allied. . Great expec. 
tations were entertained by the Government 
af this country from Sweden. Thetear of the 
enemy was to be harrassed by the Swedish

army, under that great French Captain, as he 
was called, the Crown Prince of Sweden. 
Now the Noble Lord saysAye, you see 
we were right in our expectations Bonaparte 
was obliged to leave two grand corps behind 
him, for fear of the Swedes. But yet, sume 
how or other, it would seem that Bonaparte 
was soon relieved of all apprehensious from 
any diversion in his rear, and availed him. 
self in proper time of these two corps so said 
to be kept in check by the Swedes. He differed 
altogether from the Noble Lord with respect 
to the resources and population of the Ruse, 
sian Empire, and with -respect to the view 
which had been taken of that horrible fact, 
The Noble 
Lord had applied to Bonaparte the epithet 
of devastator of Moscow. Now it appeared 
that Bonaparte was anxious, and did ali that 
was in his power to be the preserver of Mos. 
cow (hear! from the Ministerial side). as he 
had preserved Vienna, Berlin, Venice and 
Milan, into which he had entered as Cone 
gueror. The Noble Lord had regretted that 
the example set by Russia, in the destruction 
of their capital, was not earlier made; and he 
chose to describe that event as an evidenceof the 
temper «af the Russian people, as if they had been 
perfectly willing to surrender their wivesand 
children, their sick, wounded and dying, to the 
destructive flames which laid the city iu ashes, 
But this was by no means the case. It was 
well known that Moscow was burnt by milie 
tary command, and hat the Inhabitants had 
no will in its execution, and no power to 
preventit. They had no refuge, no shelter 
to fly to; and whether they were justifiable 
or not, it was certainly nut voluntary oa 
their part, but a penalty iuflicted on them by 
their Government. What was the real feeto 
ing of the Russian people with respect to 
tat event? . The Right Honourable Gentle. 
maa (Mr, Canning) had delivered a splindid 
vassage on the instinctive love which everp 
people possessed for their native soil. This 
he believed to be true; but the people of 
iussia could love their Goverument, or to 
talk to them of the Laws and Constitntions 
of their country, whtch they were called om 
te defend, was altogether ridiculous. It was 
said that the population of the Empire was 
every where rising round the French armies 
for the purpose of exterminating them. But 
where, he would ask, was the evidence of 
this? That the Russian army was now as ig 
aways had been, famous for its valour and 
discipline, and for its implieit obedience, 
could net possibiy be doubted. They were 
well kuown to obey all commands witkut 
hesitation, and would probably act now ak 
they did formerly, when on the death of thäte 
monarch, they changed sides, and fought en 
the side tw.day against which they had faught 
the day before. Fhey were known to obey 
without refection and without hesitation, the 
commands of their saperiors with the prospect 
of certain and immediate death before them, 
lt was in this situation of affairs that eha 
Nobtie Lord thought proper te compare the 
relreat from the Niemen to Moscow, with the 
well.knews eetreat of Moreau. [But in whag 


‚respects eonld they possibly. be compared toe 


gether? General Morcau executed his retrest 
whes.he was far into the euemios* country, 
and when he was pursued by powerfel aad 
warlike hosts. But the Russians retreated 
into theie own country, in consequence af 
plans which it was said had been long digested 
by them. They were to stop at a certain 
point, where they had their magazines and 
entrenched camps. But was it ever in cone 
templation that they should rctreat to Moze 
cow, before fighting the enemy, and afters 
wards burn Moscaw? Ìt was prepasteraas, 
therefore, in the Noble bord, to speak af 
this retreat as a great military operaëfen. 
But if the efforts of Russia had heen great, 
as great they certainly were, how stupendeus 
must have been the power and the efforts of 
the Emperar af France, who, without beingf 
necessitated tg carry his arms into Russia, aad 
having the war of Spain already on his haads, 
began that great undertaking, penetrated to 
Moseaw, aad would, in al} prokability, have 
accomplished his purpase, bat-for the awfal 
act by which it was frustrated. With pes 
pect to the state of atfairsin Ore Peninsula, it 
was generally knewutothe:oredit of Lord 
Wellington, that he did not court the battle 
of Salamanca ; bat that the French Commans 
der being toe secuse af calling Lord Wel. 
liugton aff, laid himself open to attack, 
which that great: -man, with his accustomed 
vigilance, immediately laid hald of, By fol. 


‘towiag up his victory, he took passession of 


Madridj.andafterwards advanced to Burgos. 
He was willing to pay the highest defereuce ta 
the:opinion of Lord Wellington, and to sup= 
pose in acting as he did, he judged : perfectijj 
right; hut the plan af his Camuaigu, aë he 
himself has acknowledged,’ has demi utterlj 
defeated from the want of.mgdfs sBat then 
the Noble Lord enlarged om the.great good 
produced by having weektael the Freach and 
prevented the fraai, bârtyiog on . offensive 
operations, and ggutended, that even if Lord 
Wellington should be again obliged to falt 
back on Torres Vedras (he same glorinus caa. 


setjuentes would follow which had already 
taken place. But if he might be allowed ‘to 
ask the question, what had the Spaniards 
been: doing all the time? How were the Span. 
sards seconding the efforts of the great Com- 
mander?' It was true as the Noble Lord 
had stated, that the French had left the South 
of Spain, and been obliged to evacuate 
Madrid, and that Lord Wellington had been 
weceived there and every where with an en. 
thusiasm approaching to indolatry. In his 
letter after entering Madrid, he said, ke hoped 
the inhabitants of Madrid would in future do 
-a little better than before. But after the last 
eracuation of Madrid, he suid. a very small 
‘French force took possession of the Retiro. 
He was appointed Generalissimo of Spain; 
and the very first order which he issued in 
that character to General Ballasteros, one ef 
the Spanish Commanders, whv bad been more 
than usual!y successful in his operations against 
the eucmy, was refused to be executed by 
him. Mt was true that that General was cash. 
eired, and that his army was given tó other 
«hands; but he very much deubted, whether 
the feeling which scemed to hare actuated 
General Ballasteros was not too prevalent in 
Spain, to admit of any advantage being taken 
Ly Lord Weliington as Commander of the 
forces of that country. The cause of Spain, 
therefore, seemed not so hopetul as the Noble 
Lord had chosen to represent it. With re. 
„gard to the etorts which had been made in 
the prosecution ef this war, he had to ob- 
serve, that when war was carrie don in any 
country, there was not a doubt that the most 
„vigorous efforts were the must itkely to lead 
to a speedy termination. There was this dif. 
ferenve betweeu an vliensive and a defensive 
‘war, that au off asive war vught aiways to be 
a war of spirit. Wùen vigorofs efforts, 
therefure, were resolved to be made in Spain, 
there ougbt to be no brit tu that vigvuur. 
[Hear, heart) Letan application, therefore, 
be made to the Prince R-geut, to kuuw from 
hin whether the greatest possible use had 
been made by Ai nisters of the means with 
which they were euntrusted for carrying on the 
war, before coming to a deciston on the merits 
of Ministers, or tac probability of the war 
being in fuuure carried on with success. 

After some observations on the miscrable 
state of the manufacturers of (his country, 
and their zloomy anticipattons with respect 
to the ensumg isudget, he observed that the 
Right Houorable Gentleman (Mr. Canning) 
ân hrs speechdid great injustice, in bis epi. 
‘jon, to America. He had talked of the 
Law of Nature, by which aBeetion descended, 
and not ascended, and he thought that great 
parental atfectiou hed been shewa here, and 
very little filial fove had been shewn there. 
Now to judge from the corrvspondence winch 
had taten place between Me. Manro, Mr. 
Pinkney, and the Right Honourable Gentle. 
san himself, he woukl say, that he hed tash. 
‘ed them urost severely, and that they had 
borne thoir eastigation wath all the meekness 
ef Âlial submission. —j laugh. 

", After commenting on the taunt respecting 
ihe American Ambassador, Joel Barlow, 
laying the liberlies of the Kepublicof Ame. 
rica at the fect of the devastator of Moscow, 
and making several observations on the rela. 
tions between this country and America, 
which, for want of room we are compeliud 
to omit, the Honourable Gentleman. conclud. 
ed with saying, that under all theso circuimne 

_gtances he was desirous of imssloring his 
„Reyal Highness to take into consideration 

tbe measure of iuguicing whether or not it 
Was at present possible to bringabuut a pas 
cifiation. We now stood in a situation in 
Spain-glorious beyond example, in -so“far as 
related to the splendid achievements of our 
armies, though, with respect tu the mean obe 
geet, the expulsion of the French from the 
Peninsula, we were not so near our ebject 
8s-many people supposed. The Emperor of 
France, was at prvsent in great difficuities. — 
He had iudeed succeeded in oue way beyond 
the expectation of all those who saw him set 
gat. An uuezpected event, however, had 
foiled him, aud involved him certainly in great 
datticulties for the present; and though from 
these difficulties he might ultimately oxtricate 
hümself, there must be a cousiderable interval 
during which battles could not take placo, 

He kaew he would be told as he had always 
hitherto beeu told ou making such a propusis 
tiou, that the interference of Parliament on 
euch a subject would cramp the powers of 
the Erccutive. But - when he saw that one 
Miuistry after another took no advantage of 
any favourable conjuncture offered them for 
the accompléshment of this object, and that 
the memeat a victory obtained, instead of 
considering itas instrumental in leading to 
peace, the end of all war, they seemed to be 
immediately Slled with the most frautic aml 
Uoreasonable hopes; he was convinced that 
pe Ministry wouid ever veluntarily enter 
upon gegotiation, and that the House were 
therefore now called upon to interfere, that 
au event might at last be broaght about of so 


much impertance to this country, and to the. 


world. ‘$he Honourable Gentleman moved

The Russian Minister to the Court of 
Sardinia arved yesterday at Harwich, in 
the Active cutter, from Gottenburg—But 
he has not brought later news,the cutter 
havurg saited the same day as tlie packet, 

In good as well as in bad fortune, in ad- 
verscas well as in prosperous events, ru= 
mour alwayseAuggeraies: if was not tiere- 
fore to be expected, that shewouid abstain 
from exercisuug her usual previiege upon an 
veenston hike the present. Durug the 
whoie of yesterday , report followed report, 
aad each was more gratifymg then the 
last—e seaubarunois wassurrounded and taken 
with the renmant of his army; Bona- 
parte, after failing in his attenipt to escape 
by way of Mohilow, had imitated Hannie 
bat, ant taken Poison; Murat and St. 
Cyr, and Davoust, were dead; and 
Soult had sutdenty quitted his army 
for Paris, to settle a new Government. 
None of these rumours could he traced 
to any accurate source; and surely the 
news which we kiow to be true is glue 
rious and favourabie enough, without have 
ing recoursc to exaggeralion or inventoin., 

It appears that Bonaparte was disap- 
pointed intwo projcts—tfirst in his great 
one, of making his escape through the 
uiexhausted provinces of Kalouga, and 
next in his destgu of gaining the line of the 
Dwina, forcug Polotsk, and descend» 
ing from thence Upou Wilna. He 


thought that Oudinetand Macdonald would 
be strong enough to open a passage for 
him by the Dvina, by beating Wittgen. 
stein : but in this, as our readers know, he 
was disappointed— Macdonald being drive 
en back to Muttau, and Oudinot wouuded, 
St, Cyrihen took the command of his corps, 
and it appears that Bonapartesent asccond 
order to St. Cyr before he left Moscow, to 
attempt, in concert witb Victor, keeping 
the Tine of the Dwina open in case he- 
shoutd fail in his attempt to force his way 
through Kutousoff’s corps, on the Kalouza 
road.—By the last French Bullet (the 
28th) we are informed that ‘Son the 20th ult. 
St. Cyr having learned that victor, with 
the Mh corps, was marching toreinforce hing 
repassed the Dwiua, and marched to meet 
him 5 in order, after his junction with him, 
to fight Wittgenstein, and oblige him to 
repassthe Dwina.” A perfect silence is 
piËserved inthe Bulletin with respect to 


their joint operations, but the Russian ace 


tounts sufficiently explainthecause. Gen. 
Steinheil having cut ofthe Bavarian corps 
from that of St, Cyr, and entirely dispersed 
it, joined Gen. Witlsenstein, who attacke 
ed St. Cyr and Victor’s corps on the Slst 
of October, and entirely defeated them, 
tien made himself master of W hitepsk, 
and of the road that leads atmost due 
South to Orsha, in front of Bonaparte’s 
position at Smolensk. The hopes that 
Bonaparte had founded of getting to 
Witepsk were thug defeated;arid the tone 
of his last Bulletin; audhe silence he pres 
serves with respect to the issue of St. Cyr’s 
and Victor’s operations, guffciently indie 
cate his disappointment and his apprehen= 
sions. That he entertainel the project of 
getting to the Dwina ard then descending 
upon Wilna, is farther proved by the line 
of Beaubarnois's march. Bonaparte was 
greatly in advance of Beauharnois ; he was 
at Smolensk the day after the latter was on 
the Banks of the Bop. In his second inter- 
cepted letter dated on the Sth November, 
he says, that his march is inthe direction 
of Doaghovuschina, which he would iake 
tó get w Witepsk, itagining that Bonae 
parte had preceded him thither, and have 
ing (so closely do the Russians press upon 
the encmy, intrading even between the 
different corps and columns of their army} 
nodirect cummunication with, or knows 
ledgeof the operations of that part of the 
French army which was in advance of 
him. Thisletter ot Beauharnois is dated 
on the &th, and fever there wasa letter 
written under the accutgst feelings of mie 
sery and disurmy, tis is one. e confese 
ses that his only hope of ultimate safety, 
consists in the celerity of his flight. do 
accelerate it he adds, ‘*I have already, 
in three days, sacrificed twoethirds of my 
artillery. Four hundred horses died yes« 
terday —800 to day—whole teams perish 
at vnce. - Ï hope to be to-morrow at 
Doughovtschina, if 1 do not meet with se« 
rious resistance, for Í must not conceal from, 
you that these three days suffering have so 
wor. down the spirits of the soldiers that 
they are now very incapable of making 
any effort. Jany men have died of huz- 
ger and cold; others, in utter: despair, 
suffer themselves to be taken by the ens 
my.” 

“What a picture of calamity and sufera 
ingt Khe cold isintensejand “ theground 
covered with snow.”—horrible enough 
that alone for an army. But they are 
without food, not merely upon short ale 
lowance, but upon no allowance at all, 
<< Many die of hunger;”’ aud to complete 
the climax of misery, others give theme 
selves up tothe enemy-—=tothe Cossacks, 
of whom they have such dread, and whom, 
(hey have accused sò often of making no 
prisoners. Thus particetarly havc We 
dwelt upon the sufferings of Beaulrarnois’s 
division, as recorded by himself (suffer- 
ings not confined we may be sure to his 
division alone), because it was on the day 
after this dreadful picture was drawn that 
Platow came up_ with this broken-down, 
dispitited, and famishing corps, and ate 
tacked it with all his Cossacks. What the 
slaughter must have been among men half 
beaten before the attack commence, our. 
readers may well conceive. Piatow easily- 
broke the lines he separated one half frou, 
the other, made dreadful carnage, and 
took 3000 prisoners, besides 62 pieces of. 
cannon. His not, wesuppose, exaggerat« 
ing the loss in kilied and wounded to rate 
it at four times the number of the men take’ 
en prisoners, Beauharnois says he had 
before (his battle lost two-thirds of his 
artillery, He lost in the battle 62 pieces, 
and if they were all he had teft, his previe 
ous loss must have amounted to'oue huns 
dred and twenty-four pieces. The inter- 
section of Beanharnoìs’s corps by which’ 
one half was divided and cut off trom the 
other, determined the directian òf the 
fight of each half afier {he battle. Being 
overiaken between Dorogobugsh and 
Doughovetschin, one half tried to make 
(heis escape to the former place, aad the 





other with Beauharnois at their head to the 
latter. Were then we have Beauharnois’s 
Corps cut in two—with the Cossacks at 
the heels of each, Platow following that 
more immediately under Beaaharnois. 
Fhis division of the French army may 
thercfore be considered as ruined, and as 
Benuharnois, after proceeding in the di- 
Yection of Witepsk, would run into the 
Jaws ot Witgenstein’s army, whilst Pla- 
tov was c.ose in his rear, thece does appear 
every probability that he may himself be 
Made prisoner; though, as we already 
said, there are ne accounts official or other- 
Wise, to that effect. There are none from 
the army later than the Mh. 

But where is Bonaparte himself? This 
is {he general enquiry—the grand point, 
for alt feel, that if he should fall or be ta- 
ken, the game is up; the ‘ head and 
front of the offending,” the source of the 
miscriss of Barope destroyed. Lord Cath- 
Cart says, (hat il was not known in the 
Russian Army where Bonaparte was on 
the Ih November. 'Phe last French Bul- 
detin was dated on the 1Lth from Smolensk, 
aud there we suppose, tho’ it may not be 
so, fie was himself. fn all his former wars 
we knew the places from whence his Bul- 
letins were dated indicated his personal 
Fesilence. Bat it is possible that now, 
Wien he is thinking not of victory or glory, 

ut of escape and personal safety, he may 
have ordercit the Bulletins to bedated from 
the place whéêre tÎtre main body of his army 
is, he being himself engaged with a picked 
corps in endeavourùig by some other road 
te effect his escape. But this is merely 
Conjeclure, and he may have been at Sing- 
lensk on the IHth. Into his future inten- 
lions or hopes he afords us no clue, bat it 
is worth observing, that in tits Buttetin he 
does not give vs any account of what hap- 
Bened to «ny of the other divisions of his 
army (that whiecn he is with himself is the 
advanced guard uider Murat) since the 
second, the day of the battle of Viasma. 
We know it may be sakt that his silence 
ls the consequence of the disasters those 
divisions had experienced; bat it may be, 
tUiat his communications ant correspon- 
dence with (hem are so cut off, that he real- 
Y does not kaow what beul happened to 
Wein. The only persons with bimandthe 
aÜvanee guard are Murat, who has receive. 
ed contusionin the kneeand cannot walk; - 
and Berthier. It seems probable that he 
would attempt to get from Smolensk to 
ohiowend continue his march to Kiow 
with the view of getimg. inte Austrian 
Galicia, to which the Austrians, whether 
in dissust of the war, or being exposed to 
Mifculties in proecuring provisions in 
alhynia, are marching, having already - 
Crossed the Bog.

LOSS OF HIS MAJESTY’S GUN.BRIG 
CENTINEL, AND TWENTY MER. 
CHANT VESSELS. 

It is with regret we state, that the Cen- 
timel gun-brig, with part of the homeward 
bound Baltic convoy, was, on the Ilth 
October, wrecked oft the northeast point 
of the Island of Rugen. A letter from 
Yarmouth estimates the loss at twenty 
merchantnten ; but the French Papers, 
received yesterday, reduce it to sixteen. 
Fhe latter account is very circumstantial. 
the division ot the convoy which got on 
shore, according to the French Journals, 
amounted to twenty-two sail; a frigate 
aml five vessels were floated before the 
morning of the 12th; the crews of eight. 
merchantmen, despairing of. extricatmg 
their vessels, sel them on fire, amd were 
taken en board the ships that cscaped the 
danger, Hightother merchantmen, which 
were within tauge of guns from ‘the coast, 
Khey 
were laden with Russian prosluce, and 
were of great value. Itisto be regrettrd 
that, notwithstanding the perils of this 
dangerous navigation, convoys are granted 
at so late & period of the scason, when 
those hazards are so greatly inerensed. 
Yet, under all the circumstances, we are 
happy: to find both the English and French 
accounts concur in stating, the crews of 
the different vessels were all saved.

LONDON Serrensen 15, 1812,

and aftera sho:t prayer, which was. most 
devoutly joined in by the greatest sinners 
present, the sexton applied the key, open= 
ed the door, and havingordered the watch. : 
men to advance, they moved forward, with 
charged pikes, to the belfry, where a little 
hoy was discovered almost fainting witk 


fatigucand terror! Ît appeared stat he had 


falten a sleep during the evyerirtg service, 
and not being a snorer, the 'sekton locked 
the church without noticiug him. When 
he awoke, he ran tèrfifed to the belfry, 
and began to ring violently, thinking ‘it

' HORRID MURDER. 

On Sunday morning the village of Hanke. 
Yow, near Naatwich, was alarmed by a report 
that George Murgay, farmer in that village, 
Nad been murdered during the preceding night, 
having been feuad with his brains dashed out, 
aad his-throat eut from carto ear!

bly of a concoursc of people, which se unusu.

Picion fell upon one of the servant men, b 
distinct traces of blood from the bed of the 
deceased to that of his, which was in a higher 
part of the house. On examining him, these 
Baspicioug were strengthened,' by finding 
Snarks of blood upon hie shitt. A peace of. 
cer was sent for, and the young man taken 
en enstody. When the constable was tak, 
Big hìm to a neighbouring magistrate, he said 
to the constabte, Wetl, [ suppose IT must bo 
kauged ; and on being pressed for a disclosare 
&f his meaning, confessed the following par. 
ticulars s— That the murder of his master was 
determined upon between his mistress and 
himself ; that the time, manner, and circum. 
$tances of it were concerted by them; that in 
the night time they fell upon him with an axe, 
and beat him with it about the head, until they 
thought him dead, and in the course af their 
brutality struck outone of his eyes. That 
they then left him, but were soon apprized 
tkat he was yet living ; they returned to their 
work of blood, and again retired, under the 
Persuasion that he had breathed hislast: That 
they: were atilt disappointed, and: although 
the unnatural wife pressed the man to go and 
make a finish of his master, he said he couid 
not resame the task ; and he absolutely refus. 
gd, until she found an expedient to remove his 
“geruples, by furnishing him with a razor, to 
cut his throat! It was then the work was 
Completed. He stated, that he had been urged 
f1 the horrid deed by his mistress, who wanted 
him ‘to marry her. 

Immediately on this confession, the con- 

stable anlocked the handeutffs with which he 
had locked himself to the prisoner, fastened 
the latter by the same instruments to an assis. 
tant he had with him, and immediately ran 
back te take the wife into custoäy. When 
he ontered the heuse, hetold her the confes. 
sion of theservänt, and bid her prepare to ac. 
eompany him to the Magistrate Oa thís she 
govered her face with her apron, drew a razar 
from her breast, and ran it across her throat, 
making a deep tucision. Mr, Bellis, of Aude 
fem, surgeon, who happeucd to be there 
tiewing the body of the deceased, sewed up 
fhe wound, which we understand is nul con. 
sidered dangerous. We have not heard the 
tesuft of the examination of these wretches 
befere the magistrate; nor have we heard the 
Flrate particulars further than stated of this 
shocking affair. We haveno doubt, however, 
the oirgamstances above recited are generally 
Goreact. The young man is about 19 years 
of ge, (he woman 40.

the dress of misrepresentation by our neigh. 
bouring enemies, from the information they 
may receive of it, we consider it to be a duty 
we owe to the community at large in this 
country, to state the circumstances as they 
occurred in a fair, open, and candid manner. 

By the late Militia Law, 2009 young men 
are to be drafted from the general Militia of 
the province for three months, to be properly 
trained, and of course, a certain proportion of 
this number is to be furnished by each parti. 
Cular district. Some of those drafted from the 
Parish of Pointe Claire refused to march to 
Laprairie, for the purpose of joining the divi. 
sion stationed there; in comsequence of which, 
Major Leprohon, belongìng to this particular 
battalion, was sent on Fuesday last, with 22 
attendants, to apprehend these refractory per. 
sous as deserters, 

They apprehended four with some opposie 
tion; and on their way to town with them, 
they were followed by 3 considerable ûumber 
of persons, who resculd one prisoner, and 
threatened that they would aext day proceed 
to the depot at Laprairic, and bring away by 
force from thence the young men of that pa. 
rish, who were there ou duty. Accordingly, 
ou Wednesday, a large body of these people 
assembled at La Chine, with the intention of 
carrying their threats into execution. 

Thomas M’Cord, sq. one of the Police Ma. 
gistrates, about four o’clock in the afternoon 
left town, accompanied by thetight infantry 
of the 49th regimeut, and a detachment of the 
Royal Artillery, with two field, pieces, under 
the command of Major Plenderlcath, and took 
past on a point opposite to the insurgents 
(consisting of about 400 persons, 80 of whom 
appeared to be armed) and at the distance of 
about two acres. Mr. M’Cord, with some 
other respectable citizens, pointed out to them 
the impropriety of their conduct, and the fate 
that would unfortunately await their persever. 
ance; urging them by every persuasion to 
disperse and return peaceably to their homes 
and obey the law. 

They replied, that they did not consider the 
Militia Bil as fully passed,—that they were 
informed it had uot received the Royal sanc. 
tion, —and that, although it might have passed 
the H. of Assembly, where it originated, it had 
not obtained the approbation of the other 
branches of the TLegislatures that the ‘law, if 
really enacted, had not been promulgated 
amongst them, and that they were not proper. 
ly made acquainted withit; as such they 
could.not pày obedience to it. 

Under this false and unfortunate impression, 
these ‘deluded peopie persisted; butat the 
same time declared, with shouts of Vive le Roi, 
that if the Government wanted their services 
at any time, they were ready one aud all to 
come forward with their lives in the defence 
ef their vountry, and that they would” prove 
themselves in te hour of danger to be faith. 
ful subjects of a Government to which they 
were ficmly attached by every principle. 

Finding, however, that they still persisted 
in their determination on this particular object. 
Mr. M’Cord, in his magisterial capacity, read 
the Riot Act to them, and ordered theay to dis. 
perse; which not being complied with, à round 
shot was fired by the artillery, elevated above 
injury, which was returned by the insurgents, 
in a spirited fire with ball, deserving of a bet. 
ter cause. The troops theu fired a voltey with 


ball and grape, but still too much elerated to 


do any harm, which was glso returped by: 
another discharge from the mob, upot which 
afew directed shots were fired at tiem (it 
being nearly dark) by the military, which 
made them disperse, and one man was found 
killed and another wouuded, it is feared mor. 
tatly. 

A straggling fire continued fora few mi. 
nutes ; and under cover of the night and 
the woods they retreated,  ‘Fhree prisonêrs 
were sent to town in the evening, in charge of 
some citizens who volunteered fur the purpose. 
Fhe troops lay upon their arms all night, and 
none of the insurgeats were to be found next 
moroing. 

- Much praise is due to Major Plenderleath, 
Captain Williams, and the oficers and men 
of their detachment, for theic eool and deter. 
mined, but humane conduct, in sparing the 
lives af their deluded fellow subjects on this 
occasion ; and many of these unfortuaate men 
acknowledge the humane forbearance evinced 
by the Military, that otherwise would have 
been fatal to most of them. : 

“Où Tharsdây moraing, strong detachments 
from the three town battalfons of militia, form.

MODERN LUXURY. 
INGRAM D. DENNIS. 

This was an action brought to recover 
the sum of 554, 12s. 7d. for goods sold. 
and delivered. 

Mr. Garrow stated, that the plaintiff 
was a respectable upholsterer, and the dee 
fendant a gentleman ef large independent 
fortune, residing in Sloane-square. ‘The 
original demand of the plaintiff for fur- 
nishing the house of the defendant was 
2,4001. This, however, had been reduc- 
ed by payments ou account to 1,3541. 12s. 
Td.—and BOL having been paid into 
Court, the sum now sought to be recovere 
ed was 5541, 12s. 7d. No doubt the 
Gentlemen of the Jury, in common with 
hinself, would think, that many of the 
charges were not extremely light; but it 
did not follow that they were improper. 
There were articles contained in the bill 
which, if they had net been stated in his 
brief, he should not have believed any 
private gentleman. would have ordered. 
Fhey were such as formerly none but il- 
lustrious personages, or individual of the 
highest rank in the kingdom, would have 
made use of, But certainly there was 
nothing in „a country likethis, which a 
man of large fortune could not purchase 
having, however, caused expensive are 
ticles te be mauutactared, it was only just 
that he should pay for them, Individuals 
did not covet this splendour for themseives 
only—man was not a solitary animal—he 
did not raise beautiful buildings, he did 
not purchase elegant furniture, he did not 
procure exquisite paintings for his own 
gratiticatien merely. No, be wished them 
to be seen and admired by. others, pare 
ticularly those who participated in his 
pleasures—and no person would endea- 
vour to cyrtail the fair remuneration which 
those who ministered to his ease and con- 
venience ‘ought to receive. One of the 
charges in the plaintiff's bill, he was aware, 
would excite considerable surprise-mit was 
the sum of 700L. for a bed, and many 
persons might laugh at the man who could 
niake a charge, in their opinion, so enor- 
mous. He would shew (hat, however, to 
be a foolish laugh. It was true, were he 
asked, whether he would prefer the plain 
bed in which he nightly reposed, and ín 
which his farher had reposed before him, 
or the fine bed whieh had been made for 
the defendant, he would certainly say, 
$ Give me my father’s old bed.” But 
that ‘had ‘nothing. àt. All. to do. with’ the 
choice of persons of fine taste and large 
fortunes. He (Mr. Garrow) wanted no 
dragons to ornament his bed, nor did he 
wish to have any cherubim carved about 
it, Wheu he retired from attending on 
his Lordship and on his professional due 
ties, he was very glad, without admiting 
the beauties of his bed, to retire to rust as 
soon as possible. But the defendant must 
have doves, eagles, and griffins, surround- 
ing him, to amuse his fancy. The modern 

iter-up of a house, and the upholsterer 
of former days, were as different as any 
q Formerly, when a 
naw-mùrried coup'e wished to furnish their 
houses, if they did not go absolutely to 
Moorfields, they at all events applied to 
sóme sober steady citizen, as plain as the
